The final exchange of war opri- 
soners between Israel and Syria 
will take place early tomorrow 
morning. Two Red Cross planes 
will take off from Ben-Gurion and 
Damascus international airports si- 
multaneously at 9 o’clock and both 
groups are expected to be on home 
territory an hour later. 

A total of 56 Israeli prisoners of 
war will be arriving from Syria, 
and 388 Syrians, Moroccans and 
Tragis will be leaving for Damascus. 

‘The prisoners will be returned to 
each country in one group, and not 
in batches as during the Hgyptian- 
israel exchange earlier this year. 
‘The Arabs will elther be flown to 
Damascus in a Boeing 747 jumbo 
jet hired by the Red Cross for the 
Operation, or else in two smaller 
jets which will take off together. 
The Israelis will be returned in one 
plane. 4 

In contrast to last week's ex- 
change of wounded prisoners the 56 
Israelis arriving home will be met 
‘by their families at the airport, and 
not at Tel Hashomer. Also welcom- 
ing them will be members of the 
Cabinet and Knesset, and senior 
military staff. 

An exchange of prisoners between 
Israel and Lebanon 15 expected iater 
this week, or early next. The Le- 
banese are holding two Israel pilots, 
while 13 Lebanese civilians, brought 
back from a raid into that country 
in April, are in detention in Israel.

Rabinowitz

Finance Minister Yehoshua Rabi- 
nowitz began his new career yester- 
@ay morning with the ominous warn- 
ing: “We shall have to take certain 
unpopular steps if we are to avoid 
major economic upheavals. The pub- 
Ne must realize that mammoth out- 
lays are still required to under- 
write the nation’s security.” 

He did not specify what “umpopu- 
lar" measures would be required. 

Mr. Rabinowitz's remarks came 
during a brief ceremony in his new 
office at the Kirya, at which Pinhas 
Sapir officially handed the ministry 
over to Mr. Rabinowitz. 

Without going into details, he 
said future economic policy should 
be aimed at slashing private con- 
sumption, keeping a lid on wage 
increases, and generally arresting 
the rise in living standards.

US. resuming ties with 
Syria, may offer aid 
to resettle the Bulge 


’ Syria and the U.S. will re- 
establish full diplomatic relations 
before President Nixon's visit to 
the Middle East next week, the 
Syrian Deputy Premier and For- 
eign Minister Abdel-Halim Kad- 
dam, said in Damascus yesterday. 

In Washington, the State ‘Depart 


ment said later that the US. is . 


prepared to restore diplomatic ties 
with Syria whenever Syria is ready 
to do so. The statement followed 
the disclosure by Kaddarm. 

The two statements appeared to 
indicate that an announcement will 
be made either before or during 
Mr. Nixon's visit to Damascus, on 
June 15 and 16. Syria severed re- 
lations with the U.S. during the 
Six Day War. 

The U.S. Secretary of State, Dr. 
Kissinger, said yesterday that 
America would consider giving aid 
to Syria to rebuild areas in the 
Golan Bulge held by Israel since 
last October. 

The announcement on the decis- 
jon to renew ties was not entirely 
unexpected. Syrian-U.S, relations 
warmed noticeably during Dr. Kis- 
singer’s 13 visits to Damascus last 
month, and both sides talked openly 
of further rapid improvement. 

Observers here saw the announce- 
ment as a Syrian reward for Dr. 
Kissinger’s success in promoting the 
disengagement agreement, even 
though this is seen by the Syrians 
as only the first step towards total 
Israeli withdrawal.

Dr. Kissinger, in his statement on 
possible aid to Syria, told the House 
of Representatives Foreign Affairs 
Committee that the Administration's 
$5,600m. Foreign Aid Bill included 
$100m. in a special fund for the 
Middle Bast. But Dr. Kissinger as- 
aweed the enmaittes be bog act mone 
any aid commitments during his ne- 
gotiations on the Golan disengage- 
ment.

Dr. Kissinger noted that the Ad- 
ministration’s aid request included 
$850m. for Israel, about $207m. for 
Jorden, and $250m. in economic aid 
to Egypt, as well as the §100m.

He firmly resisted suggestions 
that aid to Egypt be made con- 
ditional on Israel access to the 
Canal. 

“The whole evolution of Arab 
countries towards moderation could 
be jeopardised if too many restric- 
tions are imposed on aid,” Dr, Kis- 
singer said.

The Intercontinental Hotels Cor- 
poration this week became the first 
‘Western hotel company to operate 
in the Soviet Union. The corpora- 
tion's agents in Jerusalem yesterday 
‘announced an agreement with the 
Soviet Government for the construc- 
tion of a hotel in each of Russia’s 
three largest cities. 

The agreement with the Soviet 
Government was signed in Moscow 
on Sunday by Intercontinental in 
association with the Swedish con- 
struction company of Skanska, 
which wili build the hotels. 

Largest of the three will be a 
2,000-room hotel in Leningrad, with

TEL AVIV. Israel has the

The various sections of the Basic 
Law: Human and Civil Rights cover 
such matters as freedom of pro- 
feasion, Movement, association, con- 
‘tract, assembly, expression, and 
worship. The Basic Law does not 
detract from the validity of. any 
legislation enacted previously.”

Sgan-Nitzav Binyemin Siegel of 
the Investigations Department at 
National Police Headquarters told 
The Jerusalem Post yesterday that, 
although a number of persons had 
been arrested,’ the ring-.was still 
functioning.

about 112,000. It rus to about 
110,000 for a forged medical, en- 
gineering or economics diploma, he 
said. 


According to the law, a new im- 
migrant can enjoy considerable duty 
exemptions on a car here if he can 
produce a valid driver's licence from 
Ids country of origin. “The problem 
is acute among Russian imm!- 
grants,” S/N Siegel said, “as there 
are not too many drivers or driving 
schools there.” 

He said police started getting 


suspicious when it appeared that a 
large proportion of Soviet immi- 
grants had driven cars in Russia. 

There are two types of forged 
licences in circulation: those forged 
in Russia and those produced iocal- 
ly, he said. 

“The Israeli ones are of a much 
better quality,” S/N Siegel added. 
Local printers have been warned to 
report all “suspicious” job orders 
to the polled. -

week that one difficulty in breaking 
up the ring is in getting information 
concerning the licences forged in 
the Soviet Union, as that coumtry 
is not a member of Interpol.

Two escaped 
Syrian Jews 
tell of 
conditions 


LONDON (JTA), — A young man 
and woman who escaped from Da- 
mascus told reporters here yesterday 
of continued harassment of the Jews 
of Syria. The two Jews were iden- 
tified only as David and Lilian. 
David, once a university student, 
teld how he had to accept a job as 
a labourer for one and a half Syrian 
pounds a day, whereas a Moslefo 
worker would receive 10 pounds for 
the same 13-hour day. 
There is still a curfew for all 
Syrian Jews from 9 pm. to 6 am. 
After the Six Day War, the Jews 
of Kamishli were put under a 
24-hour curfew for eight months 
because they were near the Turkish 
frontier. 
_No Jew is allowed to leave Sy- 
ria, or even to hold a passport. 
Lilian said that most of the Jews 


‘ in Damascus receive aid from Ame- 


rican Jewry. This is presented di- 


‘rectly to the Chief Rabbi, who must 


then pay 2 “tax” to the Palestinians 
and then account for every penny 
spent apparently to ensure that ti 
is not used to help people escape 
or get arms.

The two said that all Jews must 
carry identity cards designating 
them as “Mussawr,” a person of the 
Mosaic faith.

They must work, whether educated 
or not, as menial labourers for 
Christians and Moslems. In Damas- 
cus they are forced to live in the 
quarter set aside for them and 
Palestinian refugees.

The Jews usually have to 
live one family to 84 room, and the 
father must often work in this same 
room during the day. 

Foreign journalists visiting Da- 
Mascus are not told of the true 
situation, and when they ask to 
see the Jewish quarter, secret police 
are sent ahead to intimidate the 
population, David said.

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SPECULATION ON MOSGOW TALKS 
Nixon may propose 
M.E. arms embargo 


By K.C. THALER 
LONDON (UPI). — Middle East 
diplomats satd yesterday that Pre- 
sident Nixon may propose an arms 
embargo for the area when he 
meets Soviet Communist Party See- 
retary Leonid Brezhnev in Moscow 
later this month. 

Heavy arms shipments to both 
Israel and Arab countries have ‘been 
in progress since the October War 
and new commitments foreshadow a 
continuing flow of sophisticated 
al a in months to come, it is 


Western Defence experts say both 
sides now have more arms than 
before the October War and both 
have more advanced weapons, with 
many arms also eing produced 
locally. 

Russia, which opposed an arms 
embargo in the past, is expected to 
yield readily. 

The Russians, anxious to maintain 
an influence in the Middle East, are 
presently using arms supplies to 
dolster their relationship with Sy- 
ria, and lately with Libya. They 
are holding out the prospect of re- 
sumed large-scale supplies to Egypt 
if Cairo changes its present pro- 
American line to a closer relation- 
ship with the Russians. 

Nevertheless, the U.S. is expected 
to raise the possibility of agreed 


arms curbs in the Middle Hast dur- 
mg the Moscow talks. In the view 
of Western and Middle Bast diplo- 
mats this could do a great deal to 
reduce the danger of a new war in 
the area. 

The situation has been complicat- 
ed lately by West European arms-, 
producing countries entering into 
virtual competition with the super- 
powers for the vast Arab arms 
markets, diplomats say. 


Deals have been sought, and in — 


some cases concluded, for the sup- 
ply of entire air defence systems, 
large numbers of jet fighters and 
the latest missiles to Iran, Saudi 
Arabia. and Persian Gulf sheikh- 
doms. The supply of arms to Egypt 
and Libya is also being discussed. 

West European countries. hope to 
make up through these deliveries 
for some of the vastly increased 
oil prices they have to pay to the 
Arabs. 

Last month the Soviet Union 
agreed to supply Libya with Sam 
missiles and other weapons. They 
have resumed arms deliveries to 
Egypt. although not yet on a large 
scale.

The police said two students were 
killed, eight wounded and 48 ar- 
rested in the clash. Police gunfire 
dispersed the students about two 
hours after the rioting began. 

The confrontation erupted when 
the Education Minister refused to 
sign a letter asking Prime Minister 
Lond Boret to release 15 students 
and four teachers jailed a week 
on charges of violating a ban 
on holding public meetings of more 
than five persons. 

Phnom Penh was the target of 
a rocket attack by the Khmer

But, as expected, an estimated 
33,000 to 38,000 North Vietnamese 
troops will remain in the northern 
part of this landlocked kingdom, 
along the Ho Chi Minh trail in the 
west and on the central Plain of 
Jars.

a blem No. 2 is the underwater fishing. We have been in- 
formed that it is intended to allow underwater fishing in all 
areas of the coast, which are not special Nature - 
tions. During the past years, several world famous skin-divers, 
under the leadership of Dr. Hans Hass, have tried to convince 
fellow divers, and federations that it is better to “shoot” fish 
with cameras, rather than in the Mediterranean area 
there are already coasts which are totally empty of fish. These 
underwater “‘desertlands” are now of little interest to skin-divers, 
or the federations. It will no doubt take many years before such 
areas become regenerated, if at all. 

‘The Israel Authorities should do everything in their power 
to prevent such developments along the coasts of their country!”
